j Every  person  of  intelligence  has  a desire  to  know  from  whence  he  came, 
as  well  as  whither  he  goeth,  what  nationality  he  sprang  from  and  the 
characteristics  of  his  ancestors.  This  desire  increases  with  a family  or 
with  communities  as  they  grow  in  age,  culture  and  wealth,  or  as  they 
become  a people  of  leisure. 

j For  myself,  I have  always  been  very  much  more  anxious  in  regard  to 
hiy  descendants  than  I have  to  know  who  were,  or  from  whence  came,  my 
ancestors. 

In  later  years  I have  had  a desire  to  know  somewhat  of  my  family, 
aid  commenced  in  1895  the  work  of  collecting  the  data  from  which  to 
publish  a record  of  the  descendants  of  my  grandfather’s  grandfather, 
Ebenezer  Cole  of  Shaftsbury,  Vermont. 

In  my  correpsondence  with  New  England  relatives,  there  came  the 
question,  why  not  add  our  family,  and  ours;  and  I was  persuaded  to 
|take  lip  the  work  of  writing  the  record  of  the  descendants  of  James  Cole 
|of  Plymouth,  with  little  thought  of  the  work,  time,  and  expense  it  would 
require  to  present  anything  like  a fair  showing. 

In  the  third  year  of  my  work  I found  Miss  Asenath  Wilbur  Cole  of 
Warren,  Ehode  Island.  She  had  spent  may  years  in  the  work  of  col- 
lecting the  record  of  the  first  four  generations,  descendants  of  Hugh 
Cole,  the  second  son  of  James  Cole  of  Plymouth.  She  kindly  copied  and 
turned  over  to  me  all  her  work.  Many  of  the  records  from  which  this 
i data  was  secured  have  since  been  destroyed,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Cole 
family  are  due  to  Miss  Cole,  more  than  all  others,  for  these  early  records. 

I will  not  try  to  enumerate  or  individually  thank  the  large  number 
of  people  who  have  generously  assisted  me  in  the  work.  To  the  few 
who  have  utterly  ignored  my  request  for  information  concerning  their 
families  I bear  no  ill  will,  and  only  regret  that  I have  not  their  records. 

I have  tried  to  impress  upon  all  with  whom  I have  corresponded  the 
necessity  of  giving  me,  in  addition  to  their  genealogical  record,  some 
items  of  interest  in  the  lives  of  their  ancestors,  and  if  some  branches  of 
the  family  are  better  represented  in  this  line  than  are  others,  it  is  only 
j because  those  branches  have  responded  more  freely  to  my  requests. 

While  the  family  have  been  fairly  well  represented  as  law  makers  in 
the  Legislatures  of  the  different  States  from  Massachusetts  to  California, 
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and  as  Judges  of  the  Courts  enforced  the  law,  and  the  records  show  that 
from  the  Indian  Wars  in  1675  to  the  Spanish- American  War  in  19G0 
the}  have  ably  proved  their  patriotism  and  love  of  country,  yet  as  a; 
family  they  have  not  been  very  prominent  in  political  life. 

They  have  been  largely  a church  people,  liberal  in  their  views;  they 
have  always  stood  for  education,  and  many  of  them  have  been  teachers; 
but  they  have  been  principally  a family  of  farmers.  Commencing  at  an 
early  date,  many  years  before  the  Eevolution,  many  of  them  migrated  to 
the  Western  States.  There  is  no  record  to  show  that  any  of  them,  until 
after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  located  in  the  Southern  States.  I attribute 
this  to  their  staunch  puritanism,  which  was  opposed  to  slaver}\  It  is 
the  boast  of  several  of  the  family  that  they  never  knew  of  one  being 
arrested  for  crime,  nor  having  become  an  object  of  charity. 

In  the  record  of  twelve  hundred  families  I have  found  but  four  cases 
of  divorce. 

I have  been  urged  to  take  up  the  line  of  the  English  Cole  family.' 
This  would  require  large  expense  and  time,  and  I have  been  unable  to 
do  so.  I have  read  many  biographies  of  Coles  of  England,  and  reproduce 
extracts  from  some  of  them.  I have  the  “ Genealogy  of  the  Cole  Family,” 
written  by  James  Edwin  Cole,  Barrister,  of  London,  England,  in  1867.1 
From  this  work  I take  the  line  of  William  Cole  of  County  of  Devon, 
England,  bringing  it  down  to  William  Cole,  who  died  in  London  in  1571, ' 
and  for  several  reasons  I am  of  opinion  that  James  Cole  of  Plymouth 
was  one  of  his  descendants.  It  is  claimed  William  Cole  of  Devon  was  aj 
descendant  of  “ King  Cole  that  Merry  Old  Soul  ” of  childish  song  and  j 
story.  There  were  some  thirty  Coles  of  England  who  had  Coats  of  Arms  ' 
or  Crests,  differing  somewhat  in  their  make-up,  but  all  bearing  the  same 
motto : Deum  Cole  Eegum  Servia,”  or  Honor  God,  Serve  the  King.” 

One  of  these  I reproduce — that  of  the  Earl  of  Euskillen. 

In  my  record  I have  accepted  none  of  the  family  traditions,  and  there 
are  many  of  them.  I have  tried  to  adhere  closely  to  facts,  and  there  is 
scarcely  a family  record  given  that  I cannot  give  reliable  authority  for. 
That  errors  in  dates — not  material— have  occurred  cannot  he  helped.  It 
is  common  to  receive  from  several  members  of  a family  the  family  record 
of  their  father  or  grandfather,  all  copied  from  the  same  family  Bible, 
yet  no  two  of  them  alike,  such  mistakes  as  July  for  Jany.,  or  Mch.  for 
May  easily  occurring. 

In  addition  to  the  record  of  the  descendants  of  James  Cole,  I give  the 
record  of  all  the  Coles  of  America  in  the  Eevolution.  These  records  are 
taken  from  the  records  of  the  different  States,  and  the  records  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  This  record  is  probably  not  complete,  as  the  records  of 
some  of  the  States  are  very  imperfect.  But  it  is  probably  as  near  perfect 
as  it  can  ever  be  made.  It  is  surely  a record  of  which  the  Cole  family 
of  America  have  reason  to  be  proud.  I also  give  a single  family  line 
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of  descendants  from  Edward  Winship  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  1635;  Simon 
Huntington  of  Norwich,  1660,  and  Thomas  Burnham  of  Ipswich,  Mass., 
1635.  Their  families  intermarried  many  times  with  the  Cole  family,  v 
It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I finish  this  work,  and  I hope  the' good 
people  who  have  waited  so  long  will  not  be  disappointed.  I have  tried 
conscientiously  to  have  all  the  branches  represented,  giving  preference 
to  no  one  branch.

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AKMS  OF  THE  COLES 


The  Coles  of  England  were  granted  some  thirty  Coats  of  Arms  or 
Crests.  While  they  differed  greatly  in  their  make-up,  they  all  bore  the 
same  motto,  namely,  Deum  Cole  Eegum  Serva  ” (Honor  God,  Serve 
the  King).  The  one  here  shown  is  that  of  the  Earl  of  Enskillen,  William 
Willoughby  Cole. 

It  is  described  as  follows: 

Arms:  Pearl,  a bull  passant,  diamond,  armed  and  unguled  topaz, 
within  a bordure  of  the  second  bezantee;  on  a dexter  canton  per  pale, 
of  the  third  and  sapphire,  a harp  gold,  stringed  of  the  first,  and  the  quar- 
terings  brought  in  by  Rodregan  and  Arcdeacon. 

Crest:  A demi  dragon  emerald,  langued  ruby,  holding  in  the  dexter 
paw  an  arrow  gold,  headed  and  feathered  pearl,  and  in  the  sinister  a 
shield  sapphire,  charged  as  the  canton. 

Supporters:  Two  dragons  reguardant,  emerald,  each  holding  in  the 
exterior  paw  an  arrow  as  in  the  crest. 

Motto:  Deum  Cole,  Eegum  Serva. 

The  arms  reproduced,  that  of  the  Hertfordshire  family,  and  granted 
in  1640,  is  party  per  pale  or  and  argent,  a bull  passant,  within  a bordure 
sable,  on  a chief  of  the  third,  three  bezants.  Crest,  a demi-dragon  vert, 
bearing  in  its  dexter  paw  a javelin  armed  or,  feathered  argent.  The  sig- 
nificance of  this  armorial  bearing  is  explained  as  follows:  A pale  denotes 
military  strength  and  fortitude,  and  was  given  to  those  who  had  impaled 
or  otherwise  defended  cities,  or  who  had  stood  up  rightly  for  prince 
and  country. The  bull  is  a bearing  emblematic  of  valor  and  mag- 
nanimity; the  bordure  is  an  augmentation  of  honor.  Bezants  or  besants, 
coins  of  gold,  representing  Byzantine  coins  of  gold,  representing  Byzan- 
tine coins  were  one  of  the  badges  of  a pilgrim  or  crusader.  The  dragon, 
of  all  mythical  beasts  the  most  valiant,  broods  over  treasure  committed 
to  his  care,  according  to  the  poets;  heraldically  a dragon  stands  for  a 
valiant  defender  or  soldier.  King  xA^rthur  bore  a red  dragon,  so  did  the 
Tudors,  but  Elizabeth  changed  it  to  gold. 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAME  COLE 

James  Edwin  Cole  of  London,  England,  in  his  genealogy  of  the  family 
of  Cole  of  the  County  of  Devon,  says : “ Much  ingenious  speculation 

has  been  expended  on  the  origin  and  signification  of  the  name  of  Cole. 
In  a new  system  or  analysis  of  ancient  mythology  by  Jacob  Bryant  of 
Cypersham,  is  an  elaborate  dissertation  thereon,  consisting  of  more  than 
three  quarto  pages,  wherein  he  shows  it  to  be  the  same  as  Cou-el  or  Co-el. 
Heavenly,  or  the  House  or  Region  of  Deity,  for  the  place  of  worship 
was,  in  many  instances,  taken  for  the  person  to  whom  the  worship  was 
directed.  He  says  that  Colins  from  Coel,  the  old  Latin  form  of  Coleus, 
meant  “ a Sacred  or  Heavenly  person,  in  other  words  a priest  of  Coelus.^’ 

The  learned  Camden  says  that  Cole  is  formed  from  the  last  syllables 
of  Nicholas,  and  M.  A.  Lower,  in  his  Essay  on  Nomenclature,”  says  the 
same.  It  is,  however,  more  likely  to  be  a contraction  of  Agricola,  a tiller 
of  the  soil,  as  Cola  occurs  in  the  Domesday  Survey,  as  the  holder  of  much 
land  in  the  counties  of  Hants,  Devon,  and  Wilts  in  the  reign  of  King 
Edward  the  Confessor,  but  this  divination  has  evidently  been  passed  over 
as  too  simple  to  be  adopted  by  the  above  eminent  writers.” 


THE  COLE  FAMILY  OF  ENGLAND 

I herewith  copy  from  the  Cole  Genealogy,”  written  by  James  Edwin 
Cole,  Barrister,  London,  in  1867,  showing  the  line  of  descent  of  one 
line  of  the  family  of  County  of  Devon,  to  William  Cole,  who  died  in 
London  in  1571. 

“ It  has  been  asserted  that  this  family  derives  its  name  from  Coel,  the 
founder  of  Colchester,  one  of  the  Kings  of  Brittain.  Yet  without  claim- 
ing as  its  patriarch  either  this  renowned  descendant  of  Caractacus,  or  the 
Justice  Cole  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Alfred,  or  the  valiant 
General  Cole  who  in  command  of  the  united  forces  of  Devon,  Somerset, 
and  Dorset,  defeated  at  Pinhoe  in  1001  Sweyne,  the  savage  chieftain  of 
the  Danes,  its  high  antiquity  and  rank  amongst  the  magnates  of  the 
land  in  Saxon  times  are  attested  by  Domesday  Book,  and  by  this  deed  of 
King  William  the  Conqueror,  which  was  written  in  the  Saxon  tongue, 
1070,  and  was  put  in  English,  1587,  in  the  27th  year  of  Elizabeth,  and 
remains  in  the  Bishop  of  Winchester’s  custody. 

“William  King  greetes  Walkesein  Bishop,  and  Hugon  de  Port,  and 
Edward  Knighte.  Steward  and  Algesiure,  and  Symon  and  Allfus.  Por- 
veiour  and  Cole  and  Arderne,  and  all  the  Barons  in  Hampshire  and 
Wiltshire  friendly,  and  know  ye  that  I give  unto  Peter  and  Walcholyne 
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(there  appears  to  be  an  omission  here)  with  all  the  convent  to  as  free  as 
Bishop  Alsynie  was  in  the  days  of  King  Edawrd,  and  to  hold  and  enjoy 
all  the  priviledges  great  and  small,  and  I give  commandment  that  noe 
man  for  me  or  any  other  withstand  or  deny  them  the  same,  or  disquiet 
that  which  I doe  grant.” 

The  precise  period  of  settlement  of  this  Baron  Cole  on  the  borders 
of  the  counties  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  is  not  ascertained,  but  it  was 
doubtless  soon  after  the  above  date,  as  he  accompanied  the  bold  Martin 
de  Tours  from  hence  on  his  marauding  expedition  into  Cemaes,  South 
Wales,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  families  of  Cole,  Young,  and  Mathias. 

William  Cole  and  wife  Ysabella  are  named  in  Assize  Eoll  of  the  County 
of  Cornwall  in  the  third  year  of  King  John  (1201).  In  the  fourteenth 
year  of  King  John  (1212)  Eoger  Cole  granted  to  Edith,  late  wife  of  Ealph 
Burdeville,  a capital  messuage,  and  lands  in  Hoke,  in  the  County  of 
Devon,  to  be  held  of  him  for  the  term  of  her  life,  with  remainder  to 
himself  and  heirs.  In  1219  mention  is  made  of  Eoger  Cole  in  a fine  roll 
relating  to  a third  part  of  one  knight’s  fee  in  Harderinesleigh,  in  the 
same  coun\y. 

Eichard  Cole  of  the  County  of  Devon  lived  in  the  time  of  Henry  III., 
as  appears  by  the  charter  (to  the  Monastery  of  Bromere)  of  Amice 
Eedvers,  Countess  of  Devon. 

William  Cole  of  Hutenesleigh  (now  Hittisleigh)  in  the  County  of 
Devon  living  in  the  year  1243,  whose  son  and  heir, 

Eoger  Cole  had  his  dwelling  at  Coleton  in  Chumleigh,  and  also  held  in 
the  27th  year  of  Henry  III.  Hantesford  in  that  Parish.  In  the  25th  year 
of  Edward  I.  he  was  returned  from  the  County  of  Cornwall  as  holding 
lands  or  rents  to  the  amount  of  20  pounds  yearly  value  and  upwards, 
either  in  capito  or  otherwise,  and  as  such  summoned  under  the  general 
writ  to  muster  in  London  on  Sunday  next  after  the  Octave  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  July  7,  1297,  to  perform  military  service  in  person  with 
horses,  men,  etc.,  in  parts  beyond  the  seas.  (This  Eoger  Cole  was  granted 
a Coat  of  Arms.)  He  was  father  of  Eoger  Cole,  who  was  heir  to  his 
father  and  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  His  son  and  heir  was 

John  Cole  of  the  counties  of  Devon  and  Cornwall,  who  in  1324  was 
described  as  J ohn  Cole  de  Tamer,  man  at  Arms,”  and  returned  by 
the  sheriff  of  the  County  of  Devon  as  summoned  by  proclamation  to 
attend  the  great  Council  at  Westminster  on  Wednesday  after  Ascension 
Day,  30  May,  17th  Edward  II.  In  1335  he  had  free  warren  in  Tamar, 
Lydeston,  Hokesbere,  and  Hatenesleigh,  and  he  was  possessed  of  the 
Manors  of  Eespnell  County  of  Cornwall,  Lanesceston,  and  Stokely,  and 
of  the  Manors  of  Uptamer,  Mytheway,  and  Hatenesleigh,  one  third  part 
of  the  Manor  of  Winston  and  divers  other  lands  in  the  County  of  Devon. 
He  left  a son  and  heir, 
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Sir  John  Cole,  Knight  of  Nytheway  in  the  Parish  of  Brixhano.  On 
the  25th  July,  1380,  was  knighted  (before  the  Castle  of  Ardres)  in 
France  by  the  Earl  of  Buckingham,  Thomas  of  Woodstock,  there  for 
the  King.  He  married  Anne,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Nicholas 
Brodrugan,  Knight.  His  son. 

Sir  William  Cole,  Knight,  of  Tamar,  married  Margaret,  daughter  of 
Henry  Beaupell,  Knight,  and  by  her  was  father  of 

Sir  John  Cole,  Knight,  who  was  in  the  Eetynew  of  the  Duke  of 
Gloucester, at  the  Battle  of  Agincourt,  Friday,  the  25th  day  of  October, 
1415,  and  it  is  probable  he  received  his  spurs  for  his  conduct  on  that 
field.  He  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Sir  Fitzwarine,  Knight.  They  had 
four  sons,  John,  Adam,  William,  and  Eobert. 

John  Cole,  the  2d  son,  married  Jane,  the  daughter  of  Eobert  Mergot 
of  Devon.  They  had  two  sons,  Simon  and 

William  Cole,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Weston 
of  Wiltshire,  Knight.  They  had  a son, 

John  Cole,  who  married  Mary,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas 
Archdeacon.  Their  son, 

Thomas  Cole  of  London,  who  died  Apl.  1571,  married  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Hargrave  of  London.  They  had  four  sons  and  one 
daughter.  I am  of  opinion  that  James  of  Plymouth  was  a descendant  of 
this  Thomas  Cole. 

From  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  ” I copy  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Thomas  Cole  Died  1571.  A Divine.  A Native  of  Lincolnshire.  Was 
educated  at  Kings  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  graduated  B.  A.  1546, 
M.  A.  1550.  He  held  the  Mastership  of  Maidstone  School  in  1552.  Was 
dean  of  Sarum  during  part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  the  VI.,  but  emigrates 
to  Frankfort  on  the  accession  of  Mary.  There  he  made  the  acquaintance 
of  John  Knox.  He  subsequently  moved  to  Geneva.  Having  returned  to 
England,  he  was  presented  to  the  rectory  of  High  Ougar,  Essex,  in  1559. 
Collated  to  the  archdeaconry  of  Essex  the  following  year,  and  subsequently 
appointed  Commissary  ^of  the  Archbishop  in  the  archdeaconry  of  Essex 
and  Colchester.  In  1560  he  was  installed  in  the  prebend  of  Eugmere  in 
the  church  of  St.  Paul’s.  He  was  present  at  the  convocation  of  1562,  and 
subscribed  to  the  original  thirty-nine  articles,  and  for  the  petition  pre- 
sented by  the  lower  house.  In  1564  he  commenced  D.  D.  at  Cambridge, 
and  the  same  year  was  presented  to  the  rectory  of  Stamford  Eivers,  Essex. 
He  had  a reputation  for  eloquence,  also  for  a leniency  towards  noncon- 
formity. He  had  a hand  in  the  framing  of  the  Genevan  form  of  worship. 
He  has  been  confounded  with  William  Cole,  who  died  in  1600.  Was 
president  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford,  one  of  the  authors  of  the 
Genevan  translation  Bible.” 
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Thomas  Cole  died  in  1571,  and  was  buried  in  All  Hallows  Church. 
William  Cole  referred  to  was  probably  his  brother. 

William  Cole  died  1600,  president  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford, 
1568  to  1598.  Dean  of  Lincoln,  1598  to  1600.  A native  of  Lincolnshire. 
Admitted  to  Corpus  Christi,  1545.  Eeceived  degree  B.  A.,  1548.  M.  A., 
1552.  Having  embraced  reform  doctrines  and  taken  rank  as  one  of 
the  leaders  in  the  Protestant  cause  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  upon 
the  accession  of  Queen  Mary  in  1553  he  found  it  necessary  to  seek  safety 
in  flight,  forming  one  of  a large  number  of  scholars  and  divines  to  take 
refuge  in  Germany  and  Switzerland.  Cole  and  several  of  his  companions 
located  in  Zurich.  His  name  appears  signed  to  a letter  addressed  to  the 
Magistrates  of  Zurich  in  1554  (with  others),  asking  that  they  be  pro- 
tected from  violence.  Their  request  was  readily  acceded  to. 

Cole,  while  in  Zurich,  united  with  Cloverdale,  Whittingham,  Gilby, 
Sampson,  and  others  in  the  revision  of  the  English  translation  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  which  resulted  in  that  which  is  known  as  the  Geneva 
Bible.”  The  work  was  incomplete  when  the  accession  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
broke  up  the  Society  by  removing  the  obstacle  of  their  return  to  their 
native  country.  Cole  was  among  the  first  to  return  to  England,  leaving 
Whittington  and  others  to  complete  the  work.  He  was  appointed  by  the 
Queen  as  president  of  the  college,  in  defiance  of  the  wishes  of  the  college, 
which  was  “ Popishly  inclined.”  The  opposition  to  the  royal  will  was 
fruitless.  The  gates  of  the  college,  being  locked,  were  broken  open,  and 
Cole,  by  force,  was  placed  in  the  presidency,  and  sworn  in  July  19,  1560. 
The  Eoman  Catholics  were  expelled,  and  those  inclined  that  way  were 
curbed,  and  the  Protestants  encouraged. 

Cole’s  long  tenure  of  office  extended  over  thirty  years.  He  was  con- 
sidered an  excellent  governor  of  youth.  July  29,  1577,  was  Archdeacon 
of  Lincoln  by  royal  letter.  In  1598  Cole  exchanged  the  presidency  of 
Corpus  Christi  for  the  deanery  of  Lincoln  with  the  celebrated  Dr.  John 
Eeynolds.  He  died  about  Michalmas,  1600,  and  was  buried  in  the  Ca- 
thedral Church.  Upon  his  monument  was  inscribed : 

“ He  sought  Gods  glory,  and  the  churchs  good. 

Idle  Idol  worship  firmly  he  withstood.” 

When  the  latter  trump  of  Heaven  shall  blow 
Cole,  now  raked  in  ashes,  then  shall  glow.” 

Henry  Cole,  1510-1580,  Dean  of  St.  Paul.  A native  of  Gads  Hill, 
Isle  of  Wight.  Educated  at  Winchester  College,  Oxford.  Created  Doctor 
of  Civil  Law,  1540,  and  admitted  as  advocate  of  the  Arches.  The  same 
year  was  collated  to  the  rectory  of  Chelmsford,  Essex.  In  the  earlier 
part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  was  zealous  for  the  reformation.  After 
the  accession  of  Queen  Mary  he  stood  for  the  old  form  of  worship.  He 
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.obtained  the  archdeaconry  of  Ely  in  1553,  and  was  one  of  the  disputants 
against  Cramer,  Eidley,  nd  Lattimer  at  Oxford.  In  1554  was  installed 
canon  of  Westminster,  made  provost  of  Eton  College,  July  13,  1554,  and 
seven  days  later  of  Oxford  College.  Queen  Mary  privately  instructed  him 
to  prepare  a sermon  to  be  delivered  at  the  burning  of  Archbishop  Cramer; 
for  this  sermon  he  was  afterward  severely  censored.  In  July,  1556,  he 
became  dean  of  St.  Paul’s.  As  the  delegate  of  Cardinal  Pole  he  was 
present  at  the  burning  of  Bucer  and  Fagius.  In  1557  Cardinal  Pole  ap- 
pointed him  vicar  general  in  spirituals.  In  October  of  the  same  year 
the  official  of  the  arches,  and  dean  of  the  peculiars,  and  in  November,  the 
same  year,  was  constituted  judge  of  the  archepiscopal  court.  He  was 
appointed  one  of  the  eight  Catholic  divines  to  argue  against  a like  num- 
ber of  Protestants  before  a large  assembly,  including  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. Cole  was  elected  spokesman  of  the  Catholic  party.  For  remarks 
made  he  was  fined  500  marks  for  contempt,  and  committed  to  the  Tower. 
He  was  removed  to  the  fleet,  June  10,  1560.  Of  his  later  life  little  is 
known,  hut  it  is  generally  supposed  he  remained  a prisoner  till  1597,  when 
he  died. 


Sir  Galbraith  Lowry  Cole,  second  son  of  William  Willoughby  Cole,  who 
was  the  first  Earl  of  Euskillen.  A member  of  Parliament.  Was  succes- 
siveh  lieutenant,  adjutant,  major  colonel,  brigadier,  and  major  general 
of  British  Army.  Has  a long  military  record.  Was  made  governor  Cape 
of  Good  Hope. 


THE  COLE  FAMILY  IN  AMEEICA  TO-DAY 

Prominent  among  the  Cole  family  of  America  of  the  present  generation 
may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

Ambrose  H.  Cole  of  New  York,  the  founder  of  the  Eepublican  party. 

Timothy  Cole,  Engraver,  for  years  with  the  Century  and  Scribner 
magazines.  Went  to  Europe  in  1883  to  engrave  pictures  of  the  Old  Mas- 
ters. He  first  took  up  the  Italian  Series,  then  the  Dutch  and  Flemish, 
and  in  1900  finished  the  English  Series.  It  is  conceded  that  he  easily 
stands  at  the  head  of  the  wood  engravers  of  the  world. 

Thomas  Cole,  Landscape  Painter.  His  father  Samuel  Cole  was  a 
woolen  manufacturer  in  Steubenville,  Ohio.  His  son  Thomas  developed 
a talent  for  drawing,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  years  went  to  New  York 
to  study.  Prominent  among  his  paintings  are  the  four  paintings  repre- 
senting the  Voyage  of  Life,  Childhood,  Youth,  Manhood,  and  Old  Age. 
These  pictures  are  known  the  world  over. 
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Samuel  Cole  of  Boston,  for  years  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Conserva- 
tory of  music  of  Boston.  Supervisor  of  music  of  the  schools  of  Brookline 
and  Dedham. 

Ahel  Cole,  ex-Supreme  Judge,  New  York  State. 

One  of  the  professors  of  Pennsylvania  State  University  is  a Cole. 

One  of  the  professors  of  the  of  the  Chicago  University  is  a Cole. 

Another  was  for  years  Eegent  of  Iowa  State  University. 

Another  served  three  terms  as  Attorney  General  of  Minnesota. 

Another  was  U.  S.  Senator  from  California. 

Neither  are  the  daughters  of  the  Coles  without  honor: 

The  wife  of  Vice  President  Fairbanks  is  a Cole.  She  was  twice  elected 
president  of  Society  Daughters  of  American  Eevolution. 

The  mother  of  Nathaniel  P.  Willis  was  a Cole. 

The  mother  of  Pullman,  founder  of  Pullman  Car  Co.,  was  a Cole. 

The  wife  of  Ovid  Butler,  founder  of  Butler  College,  was  a Cole. 

This  list  might  be  extended  indefinitely.  This  small  list  is  given  to 
show  that  the  Cole  family  are  Marching  On.” 


‘ PLYMOUTH  EOCK 

Plymouth  Eock  is  an  extremely  hard  variety  of  granite  of  a darUgray 
color  and  wholly  unlike  any  other  stone  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Plymouth. 
In  1741  Elder  Faunce,  the  last  ruling  elder  in  the  first  church  of  Ply- 
mouth, who  died  in  1745,  learning  that  a wharf  was  to  be  built  over  or 
near  Plymouth  Eock,  which  had  up  to  that  time  kept  its  position  undis- 
turbed at  the  wateFs  edge,  and  fearing  the  march  of  improvement  might 
subject  it  to  injury,  expressed  very  much  anxiety,  and,  although  very 
feeble  in  health,  was  brought  from  his  home  three  miles  away  and  in  the 
presence  of  many  citizens  pointed  out  and  identified  the  rock  as  the  one 
on  which  the  Pilgrims  (with  whom  he  was  well  acquainted)  landed  in  1G20. 

In  1775  some  ardent  Whigs,  to  render  available  the  patriotic  associa- 
tions connected  with  the  rock,  undertook  its  removal  to  the  town  square 
in  Plymouth,  with  the  intention  to  place  over  it  a liberty  pole,  to  quicken 
the  zeal  of  such  persons  as  hesitated  to  join  the  standard  of  independence 
in  the  approaching  revolutionary  struggle.  The  rock  was  raised  some 
feet  above  its  original  bed  on  the  shore,  and  blocks  placed  under  it.  But 
in  its  removal  it  split  asunder,  and  finally  the  lower  part  was  lowered 
to  its  original  bed  from  which  it  had  been  elevated,  and  the  other  part 
was  drawn  by  twenty  yoke  of  oxen  to  the  town  square,  when  the  far-famed 
liberty  pole  was  speedily  erected  over  it,  and  on  which  the  following 
poetic  effusion  was  placed  by  James  Shurtliffe,  a cabinet-maker: 
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“To  make  the  Sons  of  Plymouth  to  oppose 
The  daring  insults  of  our  countrys  foes 
this  monumental  pole  erected  stands 
raised  by  a few  but  patriotic  hands 
Friends  to  their  country  and  their  countrys  rights 
In  which  truth,  honor,  and  Justice  all  unite 
For  these  our  famed  forefathers  firmly  stood 
And  purchased  freedom  with  heroic  blood 
Let  not  their  sons  desert  their  glorious  cause 
But  still  maintain  our  liberty  and  our  laws.” 

The  increasing  number  of  visitors  and  curiosity  seekers  rendered  it 
necessary  to  take  some  steps  to  prevent  further  depredations — pieces  be- 
ing continually  chipped  off.  On  July  4,  1834,  the  piece  which  had  been 
placed  in  the  town  square  was  removed  and  placed  in  front  of  Pilgrim 
Hall,  where  it  was  enclosed  with  an  iron  railing.  In  1869  a canopy  of 
granite  was  erected  (for  which  the  corner  stone  was  laid  in  1859)  over  the 
piece  left  upon  the  shore.  The  canopy  consists  of  four  angle  piers  decorated 
with  three-quarter  reeded  columns  of  the  Tuscan  order,  standing  on 
pedestals  and  supporting  a composed  entablature  above  which  is  an  attic. 
Between  the  piers  on  each  face  is  an  open  arch,  so  that  the  rock  is  visible 
from  all  four  sides,  and  the  arches  are  fitted  with  iron  gates.  The  canopy 
measures  about  fifteen  feet  square,  and  is  thirty^ feet  high. 

In  1880  the  severed  portion  of  the  rock  was  brought  from  Pilgrim’s 
Hall  and  restored  to  its  original  position  and  cemented  there. 

The  only  inscription  upon  the  rock  is  the  figures  1620. 

This  rock,  perhaps  the  most  interesting  historical  relic  on  the  continent, 
was  for  many  years  upon  the  land  owned  by  James  Cole. 

EEPPtESENTATIYES  OE  DEPUTIES  OF  THE  COUET 

Originally  the  freemen  of  Plymouth  Colony  met  in  legislative  assembly 
after  the  manner  of  New  England  town  meetings.  This  becoming  in- 
convenient, the  following  was  enacted  in  1638 : 

^‘Whereas  complaint  was  made  that  the  freemen  were  put  to  many 
inconveniences  and  great  expense  by  their  continual  attendance  upon 
the  court:  It  is  therefore  enacted  by  the  court  for  the  care  of  the  several 
colonies  and  town  within  the  government,  that  every  town  shall  make 
choice  of  two  freemen,  and  the  town  of  Plymouth  four,  to  be  a committee 
or  deputies  to  join  with  the  bench  to  make  and  enact  all  such  laws  and 
ordinances  as  shall  be  good  and  wholesome  for  the  colony. 

Eevised  June,  1671.  The  general  court  shall  consist  of  the  governor, 
assistants,  and  deputies  for  each  township  in  this  jurisdiction,  which 
deputies  shall  annually  be  chosen,  according  to  the  order  of  the  court  in 
that  case  provided,  and  shall  be  sent  to  each  general  court  with  full  power 
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of  the  freemen  deputed  to  them,  and  as  the  country’s  representatives,  to- 
gether with  the  magistrates,  to  consult  of  and  determine  all  such  matters 
and  to  make  and  establish  all  such  laws  and  orders  as  concern  the  public 
welfare  of  the  community.” 

As  the  question  is  often  asked,  what  were  the  duties  of  the  deputies 
or  representatives,  I have  given  the  enactments  of  the  General  Assembly  by 
which  these  offices  were  created. 


SWANSEA,  MASSACHUSETTS 

In  the  spring  of  1667  Hugh  Cole,  Constant  Southworth,  Josias  Wins- 
low, Captain  James  Cudworth,  and  seventeen  others,  all  of  Plymouth, 
Mass.,  purchased  of  Phillip,  the  Indian  chief,  all  the  marsh  and  meadow 
land  of  Mettapoisett. 

Phillip  conveyed  to  Hugh  Cole,  Constant  Southworth,  Josias  Winslow, 
James  Cudworth,  and  John  Coggshall  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  “ Be- 
ginning at  a great  rock  close  by  the  path  in  the  middle  of  the  brook  named 
Wegantanquest  north  one  mile  west  north  west  to  brook  to  Willets  land  at 
the  head  of  Mettapoisett  to  a creek  and  by  it  to  the  brook.”  The  river 
on  the  east  side  of  Swansea  was  named  Coles  River,  and  is  still  known 
by  that  name. 

“Elder  John  Myles  of  Swansea,  Wales,  rector  of  the  Baptist  Church 
at  that  place,  came  to  America  with  a number  of  his  followers.  They 
settled  in  Rehobeth.  A prosecution  was  brought  against  Mr.  Myles  'and 
his  followers,  and  the  court  fined  each  of  them  five  pounds,  and  the  court 
further  found  that  continuance  of  their  meetings  was  prejudicial  to  the 
peace  of  the  church  and  that  town,  and  that  they  be  not  allowed,  and  all 
persons  concerned  therein  were  ordered  to  wholly  desist  from  said  meet- 
ing in  that  place  or  township.  Yet  in  case  they  shall  remove  their  meet- 
ing to  some  other  place  where  they  shall  not  prejudice  any  other  church, 
and  shall  give  any  reasonable  satisfaction  respecting  their  teaching,  we 
know  not  but  they  may  be  granted  by  this  court  liberty  to  do  so.”  (Ply- 
mouth Colony  Records,  vol.  4,  page  163.) 

In  accordance  with  this  plain  intimation  that  there  would  be  no  ob- 
jection to  the  organization  of  a Baptist  church,  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  other  church,  the  town  of  Swansea  was  organized. 

“ In  March,  1667,  at  the  request  of  Captain  Thomas  Willets,  Reverend 
John  Myles,  and  their  neighbors,  the  general  court  of  New  Plymouth 
passed  an  order,  called  the  grant  of  Swansea,  authorizing  them  to  form 
a township  to  be  called  by  the  name  of  Swansea.  Shortly  afterward  an 
agreement  was  made  between  Captain  Willets  and  his  associates  and  Rev- 
erend John  Myles  and  his  followers  to  adopt  rules  for  the  admission  of 
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inhabitants.  The  following  rules  were  adopted:  1st,  that  no  erroneous 

person  be  admitted  into  the  township  as  an  inhabitant  or  sojourner.  2d, 
that  no  man  of  any  evil  behavior,  as  contentious  persons,  etc.,  shall  be 
admitted.  3d,  that  none  may  be  admitted  that  may  become  a charge  to 
the  place.” 

The  church  prepared  and  presented  a written  statement  of  explanation 
of  the  foregoing  proposals  which  were  duly  agreed  to,  and  at  a town  meet- 
ing lawfully  warned,  on  the  two  and  twentieth  day  of  the  twelfth  month 
(commonly  called  February)  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1669,  it  was  ordered 
that  all  persons  that  are  or  shall  be  admitted  as  inhabitants  within  this 
town  shall  subscribe  to  the  three  proposals  above  written,  and  the  several 
conditions  and  explanations  therein  expressed  before  any  lot  of  land  be 
confirmed  to  them  or  any  of  them.  (Baylis  Memoirs  of  Plymouth.) 

This  agreement  was  fully  adopted  and  signed  by  fifty-five  persons. 
Among  them  were  Hugh  Cole  and  John  Cole.  From  the  organization  of 
the  town  until  the  commencement  of  the  Indian  war  in  1675  the  select- 
men of  the  town  were  James  Brown,  Nicholas  Tanner,  John  Allen,  Hugh 
Cole,  Samuel  Luther,  Thomas  Lewis,  Benj.  Alby,  and  John  Butterworth. 

Swansea  comprised  within  its  limits  the  present  town  of  Swansea,  with 
Somerset  in  Massachusetts  and  Barrington  and  the  greater  part  of  Warren 
in  Bhode  Island. 

Thomas  Willets,  noted  as  an  organizer  and  the  first  English  mayor 
of  New  York,  is  said  to  have  drawn  up  the  articles  of  agreement  under 
which  the  town  was  organized,  and  gave  to  Plymouth  Colony  a town  dis- 
tinctly Baptist  for  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  years.  For  it  was 
not  until  1832,  or  later,  that  there  was  any  other  organized  sect  within 
the  town. 

James  Browu,  who  was  an  assistant  of  the  court  of  Pl3rmouth  and 
a man  of  considerable  learning,  Hugh  Cole,  and  others,  with  those  before 
mentioned,  contributed  to  form  a group  of  remarkable  men,  whose  in- 
fluence was  to  extend  over  many  generations,  and  to  have  an  effect  upon  the 
destinies  of  the  nation  almost  as  marked  as  the  character  of  the  men 
themselves.”  (A.  H.  Mason,  Sampson  Mason  Genealogy.) 

Throughout  the  colonies  of  Plymouth  taxation  for  the  church  was 
general,  and  no  person  was  exempt.  But  it  was  the  custom  of  the  pastors 
of  the  Swansea  Church  to  waive  this  right  and  claim  support  only  from  those 
who  sat  under  their  teaching.  This  was  the  first  Baptist  Church  organized 
in  ]\rassachusetts. 

Eight  years  after  the  organization  of  Swansea  the  war  with  King  Phillip, 
the  Indian  chief,  began,  and  Swansea  was  almost  depopulated.  Most 
of  the  homes  were  burned  and  scores  of  its  inhabitants  slain,  and  all  the 
others  forced  to  find  some  other  place  of  refuge. 

From  the  fact  that  John  Myles  having  come  from  Swansea,  Wales,  and

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bringing  many  of  his  followers  with  him,  and  the  Cole  family  being 
for  many  years  prominent  in  the  church,  it  became  a tradition  of  the 
family  that  the  Cole  family  were  Welch. 

Gershom  Cole  was  the  first  person  killed  by  the  Indians  in  Swansea. 
Hugh  Cole’s  house  mentioned  was  the  first  burned  by  the  Indians  at  the 
commencement  of  the  war. 

WAEKEN,  EHODE  ISLAND 

The  town  of  Warren,  Ehode  Island,  was  set  off  from  Swansea,  Mass., 
in  1746.  Prior  to  this  time  as  a part  of  Swansea  it  was  known  as  “ Brooks 
pasture,”  and  contained  about  300  acres.  The  town  of  Barrington,  which 
was  set  off  from  Swansea  in  1718,  was  included  with  and  known  as  a 
part  of  the  new  town  of  Warren.  In  1770  the  town  was  again  divided, 
the  eastern  part  resuming  the  name  of  Barrington. 

The  region  constituting  the  towns  of  Bristol,  Warren,  and  Barrington 
in  Ehode  Island,  and  the  greater  part  of  Swansea  and  Sekonk  in  Massa- 
chusetts, was  called  by  the  Indians  Pokonoket,  and  was  occupied  by  the 
tribe  of  Indians  known  as  the  Wampaniags,  under  the  immediate  govern- 
ment of  Massasoit.  The  hill  in  Bristol  the  Indians  called  Montop.  The 
English  renamed  it  Mount  Hope.  This  gave  to  the  whole  neck  from 
Bristol  to  Miles  Bridge  the  name  of  Mount  Hope  Neck.  On  this  neck 
were  the  towns  of  Montop  (Bristol),  Sowams,  or  Sowamset  (Warren), 
and  Kickemuit.  There  were  eighteen ’houses  in  Warren  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  with  Phillip  in  1675,  all  of  which  were  destroyed. 

The  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  Warren  in  1764,  Nov.  15,  with 
58  members,  35  of  whom  came  from  the  Swansea  Church. 

The  Eeverend  James  Manning  of  Nassau,  New  Jersey,  was  chosen 
as  pastor.  He  commenced  teaching  a Latin  school,  which  was  afterwards 
organized  as  Brown  University.  The  school  was  opened  in  the  home  .of 
Allen  Cole,  just  north  of  Cole’s  Hotel. 

The  communion  table  used  in  the  church  bimonthly  was  a table  brought 
when  needed  from  Cole’s  Hotel,  owned  by  Ebenezer  Cole,  one  of  the  deacons. 
This  table  was  presented  to  the  church  by  George  Cole,  grandson  of 
Ebenezer,  and  is  now  in  possession  of  the  church.  This  table  and  the 
vane  of  the  church  is  all  that  is  left  of  the  original  church  built  in  1764, 
and  destroyed  by  the  British  in  1778.  After  the  church  was  destroyed 
the  vane  was  secured  by  Ebenezer  Cole  and  kept  in  the  attic  of  Cole’s 
Hotel  for  51  years.  The  church  reunited  with  the  Swansea  church 
until  1784,  when  they  resolved  to  rebuild  in  Warren. 

In  1777  a committee  consisting  of  Daniel  Cole  and  William  Barton 
was  appointed  to  estimate  the  number  of  inhabitants  and  the  quantity  of 
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grain  in  Warren.  February  22,  they  reported  the  number  of  inhabitants 
as  789,  and  14  refugees  from  Newport.  1202  bushels  of  Indian  corn  and 
80  bushels  of  rye.  The  same  committee  were  authorized  to  purchase  1500 
bushels  of  grain  for  the  use  of  the  town. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Eevolution  the  chief  dependence  of  the 
people  of  Warren  was  on  the  various  branches  of  maratime  business.  The 
shipping  belonging  to  the  people  of  Warren  destroyed  during  the  Eevolu- 
tion consisted  of  three  brigs,  five  schooners,  and  two  sloops  with  tonnage 
varying  from  45  to  150  tons. 

COLE’S  HOTEL  AT  WAEEEN 

In  1762  Ebenezer  Cole  purchased  a tract  of  land  in  the  heart  of  the 
town  of  Warren  and  built  a house  for  hotel  purposes.  This  house  after- 
wards became  one  of  the  famous  hotels  of  New  England.  It  was  kept 
by  the  Cole  family,  Ebenezer,  Benjamin,  and'  George  Cole,  for  over  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  years.  In  1778  General  Lafayette  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  ports  about  the  island  of  Ehode  Island,  and  for  a time  was 
encamped  in  Warren.  He  was  a frequent  guest  at  Cole’s  Hotel.  Ebenezer 
Cole  died  in  1799,  and  was  succeeded  in  the  business  by  his  son  Benjamin, 
or,  as  he  was  commonly  known.  Colonel  Cole.  It  was  perhaps  under  Colonel 
Cole’s  proprietorship  that  it  attained  its  greatest  honor  and  renown. 

There  were  two  large  brick  ovens.  The  size  of  them  may  be  judged 
when  it  is  stated  that  at  a large  dinner  given  during  the  Harrison  cam- 
paign twenty  pigs  were  roasted  in  the  ovens. 

Colonel  Cole  added  a spacious  hall  to  the  main  edifice,  thus  supplying 
a long-felt  want  of  the  village.  It  was  here  the  singing  schools,  dancing 
schools,  and  town  meetings  were  held,  as  well  as  church  meetings.  It 
was  in  this  hall  the  Episcopal  Church  was  organized. 

This  hall  played  an  important  part  in  the  political  contentions  in  the 
century’s  first  quarter.  It  was  the  headquarters  of  the  Federalists,  as 
was  Judge  Eandal’s  schoolhouse  of  the  Democrats,  during  the  War  of  1812. 
The  party  spirit  ran  high  in  the  old  sea  port.  In  1826  Warren  celebrated 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  American  Independence  in  this  hall.  The 
citizens  for  once  overstepping  party  lines  amicably  assembled  at  Cole’s 
Hall,  where,  a newspaper  of  the  period  says,  “ They  sat  down  to  a repast 
equal  in  style  to  any  in  the  State,  and  sufficient  in  quantity  to  give  an 
hundred  Manchester  weavers  the  apoplexy.”  The  yard  in  the  rear  of 
the  hotel  often  accommodated  circuses  and  caravans.  The  actors  were 
fed  at  the  hotel,  and  the  horses  were  stabled  in  the  barn  which  was  very 
large.  The  ice  for  use  was  cut  from  Cole’s  pond  and  housed  on  the 
premises.  The  meats,  hams  and  shoulders  were  cured  in  a smokehouse 
in  the  backyard,  everything  being  of  home  manufacture. 
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Mrs.  Eemington,  a granddaughter  of  Colonel  Cole,  writes:  ‘‘Well  do 
I remember  the  large  brick  ovens  which  brought  forth  such  delicious 
mince  pies,  Indian  puddings  nestling  in  its  bed  of  jelly,  huge  loaves,  cake, 
etc.  The  large  fireplaces,  large  enough  to  sit  in,  with  the  blazing  wood 
fires,  cranes,  bake  kettles,  etc.  Many  jolly  times  I have  had  in  the  old 
hall  when  I was  too  young  to  sit  up  for  the  big  suppers.  But  what  nice 
bits  were  saved  for  me  in  the  morning.^^ 

In  1893  the  hotel  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire  and  at  a later  date  was 
entirely  demolished  to  make  room  for  a more  modern  building.  Though 
lost  to  sight,  its  memory  is  dear  to  the  native  Warrener  who  treasures 
the  recollections  of  its  former  greatness  among  the  memories  of  the  past. 

This  article  was  taken  :|rom  a letter  written  by  Mrs.  Isabella  Eemington, 
a granddaughter  of  Colonel  Cole,  and  from  an  article  written  by  Miss 
Virginia  Baker  of  Warren. 

SHAFTSBUEY,  VEEMONT 

The  grant  for  the  town  of  Shaftsbury,  Vermont,  was  given  Aug.  20, 

1761,  by  the  State,  or  then  colony,  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  first  meeting  of  proprietors  was  held  in  Bennington  in  March, 

1762.  A committee  of  three  (one  of  whom  was  Ebenezer  Cole)  was 
appointed  to  survey  and  lay  out  in  lots  a portion  of  the  land.  Four 
additions  were  made  to  the  town  before  all  the  land  was  subdivided.  In 
each  of  the  divisions,  five  in  number,  Ebenezer  Cole  was  one  of  the 
surveyors. 

In  March,  1762,  Ebenezer  Cole  was  granted  1800  acres.  The  following 
year  the  land  was  claimed  by  the  State  of  New  York,  and  they  demanded 
pay  for  the  same.  Whereupon  the  following  petition,  signed  by  all  the 
proprietors,  was  sent  to  the  King: 

" To  the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty: 

“ The  humble  petitioners  of  the  several  subscribers  hereto,  your  Majesty’s 
most  humble  subjects,  shewest  your  Majesty  the  land  upon  which  the 
town  of  Shaftsbury  and  several  other  towns  amounting  to  over  one  hun- 
dred townships,  grants  and  patents  having  been  granted  by  the  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire,  the  land  supposed  to  be  located  in  that  province. 
Later  claimed  by  the  province  of  New  York.  Whereupon  petition  is 
hereby  made  to  the  King  to  grant  them  relief.” 

This  petition  was  signed  zy  638  persons.  The  first  four  names  signed 
to  the  petition  were  Samuel  Eobinson,  Ebenezer  Cole,  Freegift  Cole,  and 
Parker  Cole,  and  the  two  first  mentioned  were  deputized  to  submit  the 
petition  to  the  King. 
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In  November,  1766,  it  was  finally  decided  in  favor  of  the  petitioners, 
ind  the  land  was  ceded  to  the  then  province  of  ‘‘New  Connecticut/’ 
Later  in  1677  changed  to  Vermont  (deriving  its  name  from  Green  Moun- 
;ain  or  verdent  mountain — Ver-mont). 


HANOVER,  INDIANA 

In  the  month  of  October,  1820,  at  the  land  office  in  Brookville,  Ind., 
lenjamin  Cole  and  his  sons,  Abel  and  Calvin,  and  his  sons-in-law,  Moses 
Blood,  William  Dyer,  Isaac  Benjamin,  and  Ashbel  Stone,  each  entered 
►r  purchased  a quarter-section  of  land  (160  acres),  all  in  one  body,  located 
[S  follows:  Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  Hanover  church  is  located 
Benjamin  Cole’s  land  was  bounded  by  a line  running  -J  mile  north  and 
r miles  west.  That  of  Moses  Blood  by  a line  running  J mile  south 
'rom  the  church  and  J mile  west,  or  directly  south  of  Benjamin  Cole’s 
and.  Abel  Cole’s  land  was  directly  east  of  Moses  Blood,  J mile  square. 
Vshbel  Stone’s  land  was  directly  south  of  Abel  Cole’s.  Calvin  Cole’s  land 
ras  directly  east  of  Abel  Cole.  William  Dyer’s  land  was  located,  com- 
nencing  at  a point  in  the  center  of  Abel  Cole’s  north  line,  and  extending 
: east  to  the  center  of  Calvin  Cole’s  north  line,  thence  J mile  north.  Isaac 
Benjamin’s  land  was  directly  north  of  William  Dyer’s.  Martin  Stone, 
on  of  Ashbel  Stone,  entered  the  land  lying  between  William  Dyer’s  and 
Benjamin  Cole’s  land,  and  extending  north  to  the  north  line  of  Isaac 
Benjamin’s  land. 

In  October,  ,1820,  Abel  Cole,  Moses  Blood,  and  Seth  Cole,  the  youngest 
on  of  Benjamin  Cole  (acting  for  his  father),  located  their  land  and 
)uilt  log  cabins.  They  returned  to  Connorsville,  where  they  had  left  their 
umilies,  and  remained  there  until  March,  1821,  when  they  returned  to 
danover  to  find  that  the  house  built  by  Moses  Blood  and  Seth  Cole  were 
lurrounded  by  water  to  the  depth  of  four  feet.  They  having  built  upon  the 
ow  ground  upon  the  banks  of  the  Blue  River.  The  seven  families  lived 
n the  cabin  built  by  Abel  Cole  until  they  could  build  their  houses. 

These  were  the  first  houses  built  in  Hanover  Township.  In  1822  they 
erected  a house,  near  where  the  church  now  stands,  for  church  and  school 
purposes.  This  was  the  first  church  built  in  Shelby  County.  The  church 
vas  organized  as  a Baptist  Church.  In  1834  the  church  changed  from 
1 Baptist  Church  to  the  Christian  Church  (or  Desciple  Church),  followers 
3f  Alexander  Campbell.  About  this  time  the  church,  which  is  still  stand- 
ing (though  it  is  not  used  as  a church),  was  built.  In  this  churchyard 
are  buried  Benjamin  Cole,  his  wife,  his  three  sons  and  their  wives,  and 
those  of  his  four  daughters  and  their  husbands.  The  church  as  an  organ- 
ization has  been  removed  to  Morristown,  two  miles  north.

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In  1822  Hanover  post  office  was  opened  with  Abel  Cole  as  postmaster. 
In  1834  the  post  office  was  discontinued  and  the  office  removed  to  Mor- 
ristown, two  miles  north.  In  1824  Seth  Cole  purchased  the  land  of  his 
father  Benjamin.  Soon  afterward  Isaac  Benjamin  died  and  Seth  Cole 
purchased  h^s  land,  and  sold  the  land  entered  by  his  father  to  the  widow 
of  Isaac  Benjamin.

1 JAMES  COLE,  of  Plymouth,  Mass.  The  earliest  information  ob- 
tained of  James  Cole,  whose  name  stands  at  the  head  of  the  family  in 
America,  dates  from  1616,  when  he  was  living  at  Highgate,  a suburb 
of  London,  England.  He  is  spoken  of  as  a great  lover  of  flowers,  and  it 
is  probably  due  to  this  fact  that  he  became  acquainted  with  and  married 
' Mary  Lobel,  a daughter  of  the  noted  botanist  and  physician,  Mathieu 
I Lobel. 

i Mathieu  Lobel  was  born  in  Lille  in  1538.  He  was  the  son  of  Jean  He 
i Lobel,  a distinguished  lawyer.  Mathieu  was  a physician  at  Montpelier, 

I Germany,  Italy,  and  Switzerland;  he  also  practiced  medicine  in  Antwerp, 

! being  attached  as  physician  to  William  of  Orange;  from  Antwerp  he  came 
to  London,  and  became  physician  to  James  I.  He  was  a great  student  of 
vegetable  physiology,  and  was  the  author  of  a number  of  books  upon 
medicinal  plants.  It  was  he  who  first  discovered  the  medicinal  qualities 
of  the  plant  Lobelia,  and  gave  the  plant  its  name,  using  his  own  name 
I and  adding  the  letters  ia.^’  He  died  in  Highgate,  London,  March  2,  1616.  ’ 
James  Cole  and  Mary  Lobel  were  married  in  1624.  Their  first  children, 
James  and  Hugh,  were  probably  born  in  London.  They  came  to  Saco, 
Maine,  in  1632,  and  the  following  year,  1633,  located  in  Plymouth,  Mass., 
where  he  was  admitted  as  freeman  the  same  year.  He  was  known  as  a 
sailor.  His  name  appears  upon  the  tax  list  of  Plymouth  in  1634;  Jan. 
2,  1636,  he  had  a grant  of  ten  acres  of  land;  Jan.  2,  1637,  the  court 
, deeded  him  seven  acres  of  land  to  belong  to  his  dwelling  house.  Three 

I acres  of  land  probably  included  all  the  land  on  the  south  side  of  Leydon 

I Street,  from  the  corner  of  Warren  Street  to  the  westerly  line  of  the  lot 

opposite  the  Universalist  Church.  His  dwelling  stood  on  the  lot  next 
I below  the  Baptist  Church.  He  was  the  first  settler  of  and  lived  upon 
what  is  still  known  as  Cole’s  Hill,”  the  first  burial  ground  of  the  Pil- 
grims. This  land  probably  included  the  ground  upon  which  rests  Plymouth 
I Rock.  In  September,  1641,  he  had  a grant  of  fifty  acres  of  land  at 

; Lakenham  meadow.  In  October,  1642,  he  had  a further  grant  of  land  at 

the  same  place.  In  1662  a grant  of  land  at  Sacconet  Neck.  In  1665  he 

I had  thirty  acres  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  Namuet  River.  He  was 

surve}^or  of  highways  in  the  years,  1641,  42,  51,  and  52;  was  constable 
in  1641  and  1644.  In  1637  his  name  appears  upon  a list  of  volunteers 
against  the  Pequot  Indians, 
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Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Plymouth  he  opened  the  first  inn  or  public 
house  of  Plymouth,  and  one  of  if  not  the  first,  public  house  in  New 
England.  This  house  was  kept  as  a public  house  by  him  and  his  son  James 
until  1698. 

In  1668  he  sold  to  his  son  James  the  land  down  to  and  including  the  lot 
upon  which  stands  the  Baptist  Church,  In  1689  his  son  James  sold  it  to 
William  Shurtliffe. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  record  of  the  death  of  James  Cole  or  his 
wife  Mary.

2 JAMES  COLE  (James^),  1st  child,  b.  London,  England,  1626;  came 

with  his  father  to  Plymouth  in  1633;  m.  (1)  Dec.  23,  1652,  Mary  Tilson; 
m.  (2)  Abigail  Davenport.  He  removed  to  Scituate,  and  from  there 
to  York,  Maine,  and  probably  from  there  to  Kennebuck,  Maine,  where 
he  remained  but  a short  time,  as  he  was  admitted  as  freeman  of  Plymouth 
in  1654.  Was  surveyor  of  highways  in  Plymouth  in  1656;  he  held  this 
office  again  in  1678  and  1685.  He  was  the  representative  for  Plymouth 
in  1690.  He  purchased  property  from  his  father  in  1668,  including  the 
inn  or  public  house,  which  business  he  kept  for  many  years.  Judge 
Sewell,  in  his  diary  under  date  of  Mch.  8,  1698,  says:  I get  to  Plymouth 

about  noon  and  stop  at  Coles.  This  house  was  built  by  Governor  Winslow 
and  is  the  oldest  in  Plymouth.”  He  died  in  Plymouth  in  1712.

3 HUGH  COLE  (James^),  2d  son,  b.  London,  England,  1627;  he 
came  with  his  father  to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  1633,  and  was  admitted  as 
freeman  of  Plymouth  in  1657.  He  m.  (1)  Jan.  8,  1654’,  Mary  Foxwell, 
daughter  of  Eichard  and  Ann  (Shelly)  Foxwell  of  Barnstable,  Mass.  She 
was  b.  in  Scituate,  Aug.  17,  1635,  and  d.  in  Swansea,  Mass.  (Eichard 
Foxwell  came  from  England  with  Governor  Winthrop  in  1631,  and  the 
same  year  removed  to  Scituate  and  was  admitted  as  freeman.  He  removed 
to  Barnstable  and  was  a member  of  the  Barnstable  Militia  in  1643.)  He 
m.  (2)  Jan.  1,  1689,  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Jacob  Cook,  former  widow  of 
William  Shurtlilfe,  and  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Lettuce  of  Ply- 
mouth. She  d.  in  Swansea,  Mass.,  Oct.  31,  1693.  He  m.  (3)  Jan.  30, 
1694,  Mary,  widow  of  Deacon  Ephraim  Morton,  former  widow  of  William 
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Harlow,  and  daughter  of  Eobert  and  Judith  Shelly,  a cousin  of  his  first 
wife. 

The  following  appears  upon  the  Plymouth  records : Apl.  8,  1634  It 

was  agreed  with  James  Cole  that  his  son  Hugh  shall  keep  the  Cowes 
from  Apl.  15  to  November,  and  shall  have  for  his  pay  fifty  bushels  of  corn. 
He  shall  bring  them  up  every  morning  to  be  milked  and  then  carry 
back  to  feed  and  bring  them  home  at  night.^’ 

He  was  made  surveyor  of  highways  at  Barnstable,  and  granted  100 
acres  of  land  at  Acushauett.  In  1667  with  others  he  purchased  of  King 
Phillip  500  acres  of  land  on  the  west  bank  of  what  was  named  for  him 
Coles  Eiver.  He  was  a shipwright  and  civil  engineer,  and  many  of  the 
tracts  of  land  of  Swansea  were  surveyed  by  him.  He  was  a selectman 
of  Swansea  for  many  years,  and  was  representative  and  deputy  to  the 
general  court  in  the  years,  1773,  ^74,  ’75,  ’80,  ’83,  ’84,  ’85,  ’86’,  and  ’89. 
He  was  for  years  the  friend  of  King  Phillip  (the  Indian  chief).  Having 
been  requested  by  the  Plymouth  Colony  Council  to  visit  King  Phillip 
and  report  the  conditions  made  the  following  report: 

‘^Swansea,  Apl.  1,  1671.  Most  Honorable  Sirs: — Yours  I received  this 
day  whereby  I perceive  you  desire  to  know  what  posture  the  Indians  are 
in.  I do  not  find  them  to  continue  in  a posture  of  war  as  they  have  been. 
I went  to  Mount  Hope  last  second  day  on  purpose  to  see  their  proceedings 
and  was  in  many  of  their  houses,  but  saw  nothing  as  intending  to  war. 
But  asking  them  of  their  reason  of  continuing  together  at  Mt.  Hope,  they 
answered,  it  was  to  see  Phillip’s  child  buried,  and  I have  seen  some  return, 
but  the  greater  part  of  them  are  together.  And  they  gave  as  the  reason, 
because  the  wind  does  so  blow  against  them  that  they  cannot  go  home  with 
their  canoes — not  else.  Best  assured  I am  yours  to  command  what  I 
am  able. 

Hugh  Cole.” 

Oct.  27,  1669.” 

Hugh  Cole  was  granted  fifty  acres  of  land  lying  between  Manneonest 
Point  and  the  Salt  Marsh  with  all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging, 
unto  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  (Page  149,  vol.  3,  Plymouth  Kecords.) 
He  was  granted  by  the  court  respecting  his  father’s  grant,  he  being  an 
ancient  freemen.  Six  score  acres  of  land  between  the  Mattapoiset  Eiver 
and  the  bounds  of  Acushassett. 

In  June,  1675,  at  the  commencement  of  the  war  with  King  Phillip,  two 
of  Hugh  Cole’s  sons  were  made  prisoners  by  the  Indians  and  taken  to 
Phillip  at  Mount  Hope.  Phillip  ordered  them  set  at  liberty,  because,  as 
he  said,  Hugh  Cole  had  always  been  his  friend.  He  sent  word  to  Hugh 
that  he  could  no  longer  restrain  his  warriors,  and  for  him  to  take  his

family  and  immediately  remove  to  Ehode  Island.  This  he  did,  and  one 
hour  afterward  his  home  was  in  flames.  While  he  had  been  on  such 
friendly  terms  with  Phillip,  his  was  the  first  house  burned,  and  Gershom 
Cole  was  the  first  person  killed.  After  leaving  his  home  Hugh  Cole  located 
at  Portsmouth,  E.  I.  The  town  records  of  Portsmouth  show  that,  Oct. 
12,  1675,  Hugh  Cole  was  granted  liberty  to  use  some  of  the  windfalls 
that  are  down  to  build  a small  frame,  and  to  make  wheels  for  the  use  of 
the  townsmen  for  their  money.  Savage  says : “ Hugh  was  a sergeant  in 
the  war  against  King  Phillip.”  After  the  war  in  his  election  as  repre- 
sentative he  is  always  spoken  of  as  sergeant.  After  the  close  of  the  war, 
1677,  he  returned  to  Swansea  and  built  a house  a few  rods  from  where 
Miss  Abby  Cole  now  lives.  The  well  walled  by  him  on  the  bank  of  the 
Kickemuit  Eiver  is  still  there.  This  part  of  the.  land  has  descended  by 
will,  no  deed  having  been  made  for  it;  it  has  never  passed  out  of  pos- 
session of  the  Cole  family  and  is  now  owned  by  Miss  Abby  Cole.  Part 
of  the  land  owned  by  him  in  Swansea  is  now  a part  of  Warren,  E.  I. 

He  died  in  Swansea,  Jan.  22,  1699,  and  was  buried  in  the  Southern 
extreme  of  Meadow  Neck,  now  known  as  Howland  Meadow  in  Barrington, 
in  what  is  known  as  the  Tyler  Point  Cemetery.  He  had  ten  children, 
the  first  seven  were  born  in  Plymouth,  the  other  three  in  Swansea.

4 JOHN  COLE  (James^),  3d  ch.,  b.  Plymouth,  Mass.,  Nov.  21,  1637; 
d.  Swansea,  1677;  m.  Nov.  21,  1667,  Elizabeth  Eyder,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Eyder  of  Yarmouth.  He  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Swansea, 
Mass.,  signing  the  agreement  at  the  organization  of  the  town.  June  6, 
the  iollowing  appears : Ordered  by  the  court,  in  regard  to  the  estate 

of  John  Cole.  Forasmuch  as  the  estate  is  small,  and  there  being  four 
small  children  to  bring  up,  that  the  whole  personal  estate  be  settled  upon 
his  widow  for  the  bringing  up  of  the  children,  and  the  profits  of  the  land 
until  the  children  become  of  age.  In  case  there  shall  be  necessity  for 
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the  bringing  up  of  the  children,  then  some  of  the  land  shall  be  sold  by 
further  advice  and  leave  of  the  court.  All  lands  left  shall  be  disposed 
to  the  two  sons,  a small  legacy  being  allowed  the  two  daughters.’^  While 
this  order  of  the  court  speaks  of  two  daughters,  there  is  no  record  to 
be  found  of  but  the  one.  The  widow  of  John  Cole  m.  Thomas  Boardman.

At  a meeting 
of  Council  in  Sept.  21,  1695,  he  was  granted  thirty  feet  of  ground  under 
the  hill,  northward  from  Bartlett’s  Warehouse  upon  which  to  build  a 
wharf.  The  land  known  as  Coles  field,”  extending  from  the  road  to  the 
shore,  belonged  to  him.  The  blacksmith  shop,  built  by  him  in  1685  at 
the  corner  of  Leydon  and  Main  streets,  is  still  standing  (1903),  though 
unused  for  many  years;  at  his  death  it  went  to  his  daughter  Rebecca 
(Durfey).  In  1752  she  transferred  it  to  John  Churchill,  who  in  1767  sold 
it  to  Samuel  Cole,  the  grandson  of  Ephraim,  who  the  same  year  sold  it 
to  Barnabas  Hedge,  in  whose  family  it  remained  until  1872,  when  it  was 
purchased  by  Henry  W.  Weston.  Ephraim  Cole  was  one  of  twenty  persons 
to  subscribe  20  pounds  a year  for  seven  years  for  maintaining  a school, 
provided  it  was  settled  within  forty  rods  of  the  meeting  house.

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Rehobeth,  and  soon  after  his  second  marriage  removed  to  Portsmouth, 
R.  I.  In  1740  the  records  show  he  was  appointed  one  of  a committee 
of  three  for  the  preservation  of  deer  at  Portsmouth.  In  1745  he  removed 
to  Oblong,  Dutchess  Co.,  New  York  (the  post  office  of  Oblong  was  changed 
to  Amenia  Union  in  1824).  In  1762  he  removed  to  Bennington,  Yt., 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  town  of  Shaftsbury,  Vt.  He  was  a 
civil  engineer  and  surveyor.  At  a meeting  of  the  proprietors  of  land  com- 
posing Shaftsbury,  held  in  Bennington,  he  was  chosen  one  of  a committee 
of  three  to  subdivide  the  land  and  lay  out  the  town  of  Shaftsbury. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution  he  held  a commission  as 
magistrate  from  the  Crown,  and  under  his  oath  of  office  was  disposed  to 
enforce  the  law,  and  received  a notice  from  town  committee  to  leave  the 
township.  One  of  his  sons  accepted  the  commission  as  captain  in  the 
British  Army.  After  the  first  year  of  the  war  he  became  a staunch  sup- 
porter of  the  Revolutionary  cause,  and  three  of  his  sons  served  as  soldiers 
in  the  Shaftsbury  Company,  including  his  son  David,  who  had  accepted 
a commission  in  the  British  Army. 

Upon  his  gravestone  in  Shaftsbury,  Yt.,  appears  the  following: 

Y ou  see  the  place  where  I am  laid 
death  is  a debt  that  must  he  paid 
and  as  by  me  you  find  tis  true 
and  time  will  prove  it  so  with  you. 

Let  not  your  time  be  run  to  waste 
In  vain  delight  to  please  the  taste 
But  for  another  world  prepare 
for  time  is  short.  You  must  be  there.”

These  are  to  certify  that  all  his  Majesties  Officers,  Civil  and  Military, 
and  w'hom  else  it  may  concern,  that  the  bearer  hereof  Benjamin  Cole  is  a 
prisoner  of  war  upon  parole  at  Kingston  and  that  he  has  liberty  to  walk 
or  ride  anywhere  within  one  mile  distance  from  the  church,  but  not  to 
be  out  after  nine  o’clock  at  night.  Wherefore  you  and  everyone  of  you 
are  therefore  desired  & required  to  suffer  him  the  said  Benjamin  Cole 
to  pass  and  repass  accordingly  without  any  hindrance  or  molestation 
whatever.  He  keeping  himself  within  the  said  limits  and  behaving  him- 
self according  to  the  Law.  Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  of  office. 

Signed  Charles  Edv7ard  Lever, 
(Seal)  ‘^Commissary.” 

Benjamin  Cole  was  commissioned  as  captain  of  Bristol  County  Militia 
in  1797,  major  in  1798,  and  lieutenant  colonel  in  1802.  He  and  his  wife 
Patience  were  the  popular  host  and  hostess  of  Cole’s  Hotel  of  Warren  for 
forty  years.

At  an  early  day  he  engaged  in  the  industry 
of  making  cheese.  He  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  cheese  manufactur- 
ing in  Cheshire,  which  made  Berkshire  County  famous  in  that  industry. 
In  1839  he  made  and  sent  to  President  Jackson  a cheese  weighing  one 
hundred  pounds,  and  received  from  the  President  the  following: 

Washington,  D.  C.,  May  5,  1839.  To  Israel  Cole,  Cheshire,  Mass. 
My  Dear  Sir:  I have  received  to-day  the  large  fine  cheese  which  you  and 
Mrs.  Cole  have  been  so  kind  as  to  present  to  me,  and  I accept  it  with 
much  satisfaction  as  a proof  of  your  joint  respect  for  my  character.  Its 
value  is  much  enhanced  by  the  consideration  that  it  is  an  offering  from 
those  whose  industry  and  management  of  this  branch  of  our  domestic 
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economy  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  country.  In  regard  to  the  naval  re- 
sources of  the  United  States  upon  which  you  express  a desire  to  have  my 
opinion,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  answer  that  I have  not  the  least  doubt 
of  their  sufficiency  to  place  us  upon  a par  at  no  distant  day  with  the  most 
powerful  nation  in  the  world.  This  period  however  and  the  necessity  for 
naval  power  to  which  you  allude  must  depend  upon  many  considerations 
which  I could  not  enumerate  in  this  letter.  Be  pleased  to  present  me 
respectfully  to  your  lady  and  believe  me  your  Obliged  servant, 

Andrew  Jackson.”

At  a meeting  of  the  town  council  of  Shaftsbury  in  1781,  he  was  appointed 
as  one  of  a committee  of  three  to  collect  provisions  for  the  Militia  Com- 
pany of  the  town,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  arms  of  the  Company.  The 
house  of  Parker  Cole  was  chosen  as  a place  of  storage.”  See  Vermont 
Historical  Magazine,  page  223.  These  committees  were  appointed  by  au- 
thority of  the  General  Assembly. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  removed  to  Kingsbury,  Washington  Co., 
New  York.  The  house  erected  by  him  in  Kingsbury,  about  1801,  is  still 
standing.  While  he  never  joined  the  Friends  or  Quaker  Church,  he  acted 
with  them,  his  wife  being  a member  of  the  church.  He  was  noted  for  his 
charitable  works.  His  wife  acquired  a knowledge  of  medicinal  plants  and 
herbs  and  used  them  for  the  benefit  of  her  own  and  neighbors’  families. 
It  is  doubtless  from  this  knowledge  that  there  is  a tradition  among  some 
of  her  descendants  that  she  was  of  Indian  descent.  Upon  the  gravestone 
of  Freegift  Cole  appears  the  following: 
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""lie  was  a Freegift.  Justice  his  aim. 

He  lived  to  old  age  and  attained  a good  name.**

The  large 
house  built  by  him  of  dressed  stone,  probably  erected  in  1773,  still  stands 
in  perfect  condition.  He  owned  a very  large  orchard,  erected  a cider  mill 
and  presses,  used  to  store  the  cider  in  the  cellar,  and  probably  made  apple 
jack.  It  is  said  his  sons,  some  of  them,  became  tipplers,  and  to  strike  at 
the  root  of  the  evil  he  burned  his  cider  mill  and  presses,  and  cut  down  his 
orchards.  The  following  lines  appear  on  his  gravestone  in  Shaftsbury: 

Behold  the  sad  impending  stroke  which  now  awaits  our  eyes 
The  silken  bonds  of  union  broke,  a tender  father  dies. 

His  pains  and  groans  are  all  now  o’er  He’s  gone  to  God  on  high 
His  wistful  eyes  shall  roam  no  more,  nor  more  his  Spirit  sigh.”

and  appoint  him  the  said  Abel  Cole  first  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  for  our  said  county  of  Jefferson.  Hereby  giving  and  granting  unto 
him  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  authority  of  said  office  by  law  be- 
longing and  appertaining.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  office  of  first 
Judge  of  said  county,  together  with  the  fees,  profits  and  advantages  to  the 
same  belonging  for  and  during  such  time  as  he  may  behave  himself  therein, 
or  until  he  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  sixty  years.  In  testimony 
whereof  we  have  caused  these  our  letters  to  be  made  patent,  and  the  great 
seal  of  our  State  to  be  hereunto  affixed.  Witness  our  trusty  and  well  be- 
loved DeWitt  Clinton  Esquire,  Governor  of  our  said  State  and  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Militia  and  Admiral  of  the  Navy  of  the  same,  and  by  and 
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with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Council  of  Appointment  at  our 
city  of  Albany  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen,  and  in  the  forty-second  year  of  our  Independence.

Judge  Cole  resigned  his  office  Sept.  20,  1820,  and  removed  to  Hanover 
Township,  Shelby  County,  Ind.  The  post  office  of  Hanover  was  estab- 
lished in  1822.  He  was  appointed  Postmaster,  which  position  he  held 
until  1834,  when  the  name  and  location  of  the  office  was  changed  to  Morris- 
town, Ind.,  July  5,  1822.  The  special  commission  appointed  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  locate  the  county  seat  at  Shelby  County  met,  and  the  Hon.  Abel 
Cole  was  appointed  to  survey  and  lay  out  the  property  donated  for  said 
county  seat  and  offer  the  lots  for  sale  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Hanover  Church  Cemetery.

It  was  the 
pleasure  of  the  author  of  this  work  to  have  visited  her  in  her 
home,  and  to  have  corresponded  with  her  for  a number  of  years.

The  following 
account  is  furnished  by  his  daughter:  When  a boy,  he  desired  to  study 

the  Manual  of  Arms,  but  his  father  forbade  him.  After  night,  when 
his  farm  work  was  done,  with  corncobs  for  soldiers  and  the  assistance 
of  an  old  Revolutionary  soldier,  he  became  master  of  evolution  before 
he  was  seventeen  years  of  age.  An  episode  in  his  life  is  worthy  of  mention : 
After  one  year’s  hard  work  at  extra  jobs  of  work,  he  heard  of  the  great 
review  of  the  State  troops  to  be  held  at  Buffalo.  He  decided  he  would  see 
the  review.  He  made  the  tramp  of  seventy  miles  with  blanket  upon  his 
back,  faring  as  best  he  could  along  the  road.  He  arrived  at  review  grounds 
travel-stained  and  weary,  just  as  his  home  company  was  before  the  review 
stand.  In  vain  the  captain  of  the  company  tried  to  form  a hollow  square. 
Out  of  the  crowd  appeared  the  old  Revolutionary  soldier.  Speaking  to 
the  colonel  commanding,  and  pointing  to  young  Cole,  he  said,  There  is 
a young  man  that  can  take  that  company  through  the  whole  drill  as  well 
as  the  commanding  officer.”  He  was  given  a sword,  and  quickly  and 
perfectly  took  the  company  through  all  the  evolutions,  and  saved  the 
reputation  of  his  home  company.  He  was  warmly  complimented  by  the 
commander.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  elected  captain  of  his  home  company, 
and  he  passed  rapidly  in  rotation,  filling  every  military  position  in  the 
gift  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  was  commissioned  major  general  of 
the  New  York  State  Militia  by  Governor  DeWitt  Clinton,  and  again 
by  Governor  Marcy.  The  legislature,  upon  his  appointment,  voting  him 
a handsome  saddle  and  bridle.  He  removed  to  Marshall,  Clark  Co.,  111., 
and  here,  on  account  of  a dishonest  partner,  failed  in  business.  He 
removed  to  Terre  Haute,  Ind.  When  war  with  Mexico  was  declared,  he 
gave  up  his  business,  assisted  in  raising  what  was  afterwards  the  4th 
Ind  Regt.,  and  was  commissioned  as  adjutant.  At  the  close  of  the  war, 
with  health  impaired,  he  returned  to  Indiana,  and  soon  afterwards  removed 
to  Keokuk,  Iowa.  He  was  city  recorder,  and  afterwards  for  twelve  years 
elected  police  judge.  When  the  Civil  War  commenced,  he  assisted  in 
raising  the  15th  Iowa  Regt.  President  Lincoln  put  him  in  charge  of 
all  military  supplies,  transportation,  and  hospital  at  Keokuk,  in  which 
position  he  served  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  removed  to  Petaluma, 
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Cal.,  where  he  met  many  of  his  Iowa  friends,  and  was  elected  judge  of 
the  court  for  twelve  years.  He  removed  to  Cambria,  Cal.,  where  he  died 
May  7,  1879.

He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Christian  Church  of  Nobles- 
ville, Ind.,  and  an  officer,  clerk,  deacon  or  elder  from  its  organization  until 
his  death.  He  was  a member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  that 
framed  the  present  Constitution  of  Indiana.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Northwestern  Christian  University  (now  Butler  University),  and 
was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  from  its  organization  until  his 
death.  He  removed  to  Indianapolis  to  accept  the  office  of  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  in  1868,  which  position  he  held  at  time  of  death.  He  was  in 
favor  of  public  schools,  and  believed  in  the  coeducation  of  the  sexes,  and 
the  university  was  the  first  in  the  country  to  open  its  doors  equally  to  both 
sexes.  He  was  a strong  anti-slavery  man,  and  supposed  to  be  one  of  the 
promoters  of  the  “ underground  railway,”  an  organization  for  the  assist- 
ance of  runaway  slaves.  Was  buried  in  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  at 
Indianapolis.

ADDENDA 

The  following  records  of  descendants  of  Esau®  Cole  (No.  337),  son  of 
Seth^,  John^,  John^,  James^  were  received  too  late  to  appear  in  regular 
order.  About  1792  he  settled  in  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  on  what  was 
known  as  the  Royal  Grant.  He  died  here  prior  to  1820.  After  his  death 
his  widow  Susannah  removed  to  Herkimer  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  several  of  her 
children  had  preceded  her.

THE  BUENHAM  FAMILY 


Line  of  Descent  from  Eobert  Burnham  of  Norwich,  England,  1600, 

TO  Eebecca  Burnham,  Born  Shaftsbury,  Vt.,  February  *5,  1782, 

Married  Abel  Cole,  October  6,  1803. 

Walter  Le  Ventre  came  to  England  at  the  Conquest,  1066,  with  Wil- 
liam of  Normandy  in  the  train  of  his  cousin  German  Earl  Warren.  At 
the  survey  in  1080  was  made  Lord  of  the  Saxon  villages  of  Burnham, 
County  of  Norfolk,  and  many  other  manors.  From  this  manor  he  took  the 
name  of  De  Burnham,  and  became  the  ancestor  of  the  numerous  family 
of  that  name.  According  to  Ferguson  in  his  ‘ English  Surnames,’  the 
name  means  ^ chief,  hero,  knight  or  noble.’  It  also  means  ‘ brook  or 
small  river.’  King  Alfred  the  Great,  before  900,  mentions  in  his  will 
Burnham  County  of  Somerset  and  Burnham  County  of  Sussex.” 

The  above  is  copied  from  Burnham  family  record  by  Eoderick  H. 
Burnham,  1869. 

While  no  attempt  is  made  to  connect  the  family  of  Eobert  Burnham 
with  this  family,  it  may  be  noted,  Norwich,  where  he  lived,  is  in  this  same 
county  of  Norfolk.  There  is  but  little  doubt  they  belong  to  the  same 
family. 

Thomas,  John  and  Eobert  Burnham,  sons  of  Eobert  and  Mary  (An- 
drews) Burnham,  of  Norwich,  Norfolk  Co.,  England,  sailed  in  the  ship 
Angel  Gabriel  from  Norwich  in  the  spring  of  1635.  The  vessel  was  wrecked 
off  the  coast  of  Maine.  The  three  brothers  settled  in  Chebasco,  (Ipswith) 
Mass.  Thomas  joined  the  Pequot  expedition  in  1636  and  ’37.  He  was 
Selectman  of  town,  1647;  on  town  committee,  1664;  was  made  Sargeant  of 
Ipswitch  Co.,  1664;  Ensign,  1665;  commissioned  Lieutenant,  1683;  Deputy 
of  General  Court  and  Eepresentative,  1683,  ’84  and  ’85. 

In  1667,  he  erected  a saw  mill  on  the  Chebasco  Eiver,  near  the  falls. 
He  owned  a large  amount  of  real  estate  in  Chebasco  and  Ipswith,  which 
he  divided  between  his  sons,  Thomas  and  James.

Thirty  acres 
of  ground  was  granted  him  to  encourage  the  undertaking,  and  more  land 
was  promised  if  successful.  The  project  failed,  as  competent  workmen 
in  this  branch  of  business  were  scarce  in  the  country.  Before  1710  there 
was  but  one  clothier  in  the  whole  colony  of  Connecticut.

Line  of  Descent  from  Simon  Huntington  of  Norwich,  England, 

TO  Lucy  Huntington,  Born  Norwich,  Conn.,  February  26,  1753, 

Married  Asa  Burnham,  February  26,  1778.  * 

Huntington,  like  many  of  the  modern  names  of  England,  was  originally 
conferred  as  a title  of  honor  on  a faithful  servant  by  a grateful  king. 

Before  titles  were  hereditary  in  England,  Sirvard,  who  had  rendered 
important  services  in  the  restoration  of  Malcom  the  3d  on  the  defeat  of 
the  famous  Macbeth  in  1067,  was  honored  with  the  officiary  Earldom  of 
Huntington.  The  first  use  of  the  name  on  record.  He  afterwards  be- 
came Duke  of  Northumberland.  His  son  Waldorf  married  a niece  of 
William  the  Conqueror.  The  daughter  of  Waldorf  marrying  Simon  St. 
Lys,  brought  him  the  Earldom  of  Huntington,  and  had  by  him  a son 
Simon.  After  husband^s  death  she  married  David,  brother  of  Maude, 
Queen  of  England,  and  he  became  King  of  Scotland,  by  this  David  she 
had  a son  Henry,  Earl  of  Huntington,  who  also  had  a son  Simon.^^ 

No  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  author  to  connect  the  above  named 
Simon  with  Simon  Huntington,  who  sailed  from  Norwich,  England,  for 
America,  in  1633. 

Simon  Huntington,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  the  family  in  America, 
sailed  from  Norwich,  England,  with  his  wife,  Margaret  Baret,  and  his 
four  sons  and  one  daughter,  namely,  William,  Simon,  Christopher,  Thomas 
and  Euth.  Simon  Huntington  died  at  sea.  The  emigrants  landed  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Connecticut  Eiver.  There  the  body  of  Simon  was  buried, 
at  a point  now  known  as  Lynn  or  Saybrook. 

The  widow  remained  at  Saybrook  several  years,  when  she  married 
Thomas  Stoughton  of  Dorchester.  Taking  with  them  three  of  the  sons 
they  removed  to  Winsor,  Conn.  In  1660  two  of  the  brothers,  Simon  and 
Christopher,  located  in  Norwich.  William,  the  eldest  son,  located  at 
Salem,  Mass.  Thomas,  the  youngest  son,  went  to  Branford  and  afterward 
removed  to  Newark,  N.  J. 

CHEISTOPHEE  HUNTINGTON,  son  of  Simon,  b.  (probably)  Nor- 
wich, England,  1629;  d.  Norwich,  Conn.,  1691;  m.  Euth  Eockwell,  Oct. 
7,  1652,  daughter  of  William  Eockwell  of  Windsor,  Conn.  They  lived  in 
Saybrook  until  1660,  when  they  removed  to  Norwich.  He  was  elected  the 
first  town  clerk  of  Norwich.  This  office  was  held  by  the  Huntington 
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family  for  117  years.  Of  his  descendants  one  was  a signer  of  the  “ Declara- 
tion of  Independence.”  Two  were  Generals,  two  were  Colonels,  and  several 
others  held  commissions  in  the  Eevolntionary  Army.

THE  WIHSHIP  FAMILY 


The  Line  of  Descent  of  Jabez  L.  Winship,  Born  in  Norwich,  Conn., 

1752,  FROM  Edward  Winship  of  Harwich,  England. 

Edward  Winship,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  the  family  in  America, 
embarked  in  the  ship  The  Defense,  at  Harwich,  England,  Aug.  10,  1635. 
He  arrived  in  Boston  Oct.  3,  1635,  and  two  days  later  located  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.  In  1638  he  purchased  the  land  commencing  at  the  easterly  corner 
of  Brattle  and  Mason  streets,  Cambridge,  and  extending  to  the  Commons. 
He  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  active  and  energetic  citizens  of 
Cambridge.  He  was  a Lieutenant  of  Cambridge  Militia  in  1660.  He 
was  Selectman  of  Cambridge  for  fourteen  years,  between  1637  and  1684. 
Was  the  Eepresentative  from  Cambridge  for  eight  years,  between  1663  and 
1686.  He  was  born  in  1613,  and  died  in  Cambridge,  Dec.  2,  1688.  He 
married  (1)  Isabella  Wilkinson,  daughter  of  Jane  Wilkinson;  she  died  in 

Cambridge,  Feb.  28,  1656.  He  married  (2)  in  1657,  Elizabeth 

(maiden  name  unknown).  She  died  in  Cambridge,  1690.

From  conscientious  scruples  he  resigned  his 
oflSce  from  Church  of  England,  and  organized  the  first  Independent  Church 
in  London.  They  met  from  house  to  house.  He  and  many  of  his  fol- 
lowers, on  account  of  their  teaching,  were  thrown  into  prison.  Eeleased  in 
1634.  They  emigrated  to  New  England.  He  was  pastor  of  churches  in 
Barnstable  and  Scituate  from  1634  to  1653.  Lydia  Waterman  was  daugh- 
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ter  Sargeant  Thomas  and  Meriam  (Tracy)  Waterman.  Capt.  Joseph  Win- 
ship  and  his  brother  Philemon  were  both  sea  captains.  The  town  records 
of  Norwich  say:  “ Capt.  Joseph  Winship  sailed  from  New  London,  Oct.  11, 
17(35,  and  was  spoke  off  the  coast  Dec.  18  following,  and  has  not  since 
been  heard  from.  Supposed  to  have  been  lost  in  the  storm.^^  His  son 
Joseph,  aged  11  years,  was  with  him.

In  collecting  the  data  from  which  to  write  the  record  of  the  descendants 
of  James  Cole  of  Plymouth,  there  has  come  to  me  a large  amount  of  record 
of  the  Cole  families  who  at  an  early  date  located  in  Boston,  Charlestown^ 
Eastham,  Hartford,  Salem,  and  Longj  Island.  I shall  try  to  arrange  the 
data  that  has  come  to  me  in  such  a way  that  it  may  be  of  use  to  these 
families,  should  they  ever  desire  to  use  it.  I give  a short  record  of  each 
of  these  families,  much  of  which  I copy  from  the  record  published  by 
Frank  T.  Cole  in  1886.
